“It’s going to be a dogfight. We all 
saw the way the public united in 


defense of public health care during 
the Bill 11 debates, and we need that 
support from Albertans again,” Lib- 
eral leader Kevin Taft said of the 
government's planned Health Care 
Assurance Act, which is expected to 
offer Albertans the option of pur- 
chasing private health insurance, 
and expand the role of for-profit 
medical services in the province. 

“The government has failed to 
modernize and innovate the public 
health care system—I'd go so far as 
to say they've run it down in order 
to privatize it,” NDP Leader Brian 
Mason said. “Their inability to plan 
for the system and its needs for a 
long period of time has been a big 
part of the problem. There's nothing 
wrong with the health care system 
that innovation can’t fix, in my 
view.” 

Mason said the Tories have con- 
tinually rejected NDP proposals to 
bulk-buy pharmaceuticals for Alber- 
ta, which he says would reduce costs 
for one of the most rapidly growing 
kinds of medical treatment. 

Taft expressed disappointment 
that the government failed to intro- 
duce legislation to address failures in 
long-term care identified last year by 
Auditor General Fred Dunn. Nearly 
one-third of long-term care centres 
examined by Dunn did not meet 
basic standards of care and less than 
half met basic standards for admin- 
istration. 

Taft said the Liberals will intro- 
duce legislation proposing fixed 
election dates, first contract arbitra- 
tion under the labour code, the end 
of patronage appointments, and 
funding for K-12 hot lunch pro- 
grams.

THE ALBERTA TORY LAST CAUCUS 
meeting before the throne speech 
ended with MLAs ripping band-aid 
tuition relief proposals off Alberta’s 
student body. 

Advanced Education Minister 
Dave Hancock promised last year to 
create three new post-secondary 
endowments to assist students with 
the cost of education. The endow- 
ments would have assisted students 
working on environmental issues, 
rural development, and the arts and 
humanities. 

The caucus turned down all three 
proposals. 

Premier Klein gave Albertan post- 
secondary students a “centennial 
rebate” for the 2005-2006 school year 
in order to avoid another tuition 
hike. Even accounting for inflation, 
Alberta tuitions have approximately 
tripled since 1990. The 2005-2006 
rebate was seen as a government 
acknowledgement that post-sec- 
ondary education was becoming 
unaffordable, even though both 

Klein and Hancock stressed the 
rebate was a one-time event. 
“One of the issues Albertans, 


’ especially young Albertans, have 


championed is the need to diversify 
our economy,” said Graham Lettner, 
president of the University of Alber- 
ta Student's Union. “By failing to 
support these investments we are 
failing to ensure Alberta’s ability to 
lead in both the emerging knowl- 
edge economy and as innovators in 
the sector.”

Health care battle rekindled 
Mass public protests could take wind out of Tory sails 


IN THE DAMP GLOOM OF LATE WINTER 


Edmontonians will light their can- 
dles and hold vigil on the northern 
grounds of the Alberta Legislature. 
At first only a handful will arrive, 


barely filling the area in front of the 


Legislature's stone pillars. 
But, as the assemblies continue, 


week after week, their numbers will 
grow. The group will grow diverse, 


moderate Conservatives mingling 
with New Democrats and Liberals 
the elderly the young, the wealthy 
with the poor. 

This was the story the last time 
Albertans perceived that public 


health care was under attack, during 
the Bill 11 debates in 2000. If Harvey 


Voogd, leader of the Friends of 
Medicare group has his way, the 
script will be the same this spring. 


The group will unite in opposition to 


a government that wishes to “fix 
health care for a generation” by 
shifting costs off to users who can 
afford to pay. 

But thanks to media fatigue and

THE “NEW” HEALTH DEBATE 


The context of debate has changed

since Bill 11. British Columbia has 
announced it is willing to experi- 
ment with more private health care 
delivery, and Quebec has 
announced plans to lift a ban on pri- 
vate health insurance. In Alberta, a 
private, for-profit surgical clinic 
operates in Calgary, and some 
Albertans pay to get speedier access 
to MRI exams. 

And while provincial govern- 
ments have continued their piece- 
meal introduction of private health 
care, the media has grown tired of 
covering the battle that began over a 
decade ago. Last November, when 
the media largely ignored leaked 
provincial Health and Wellness 
department documents that 
explained plans to violate the Cana- 
da Health Act, Edmonton Journal 
columnist Graham Thomson 
explained the problem. 

“We journalists have been issuing 
breathless headlines and stories 
warning of radical health care 
changes for the past five years, 
because Premier Ralph Klein has 
been promising radical changes 
since 2000,” he wrote. “It’s a game 
journalists are getting tired of play- 
ing.” 

Thomson nevertheless predicted 
the health care issue could “blow 
up” in Stephen Harper's or Ralph 
Klein’s face during the federal elec- 
tion. As it turned out, journalists

were too tired of the health 
care “game,” and too enam- 
oured of Harper, to raise the issue 
during the campaign. 

So, if you believe the media 
reflects its readers’ concerns and 
beliefs, public health care could be 
in trouble this year. If, on the other 
hand, you believe that the media is 
out of touch with the public, it could 
be the Klein-led Tory government, 
fresh from a lackluster election per- 
formance and touting controversial 
Klein-legacy reforms, that is in trou- 
ble. 


THE END OF THE GAME? 

Klein, however, has always been 
adept at framing the debate. 

Announcing the “Third Way” last 
year, Klein painted his critics as an 
“emotional” group that stands in the 
way of rational progress. The slight 
was more diplomatic than usual 
(Klein avoided drawing parallels 
between those who oppose private 
health care and those opposed to 
private licensing and registration 
agencies), but no less demeaning of 
his opposition. 

University of Alberta Political Sci- 
ence professor Steve Patten says 
there is some truth to Klein’s state- 
ment, but that doesn’t mean the Pre- 
mier’s arguments are any more logi- 
cal. 

“Some of the opposition is emo-

When they 
respond, they respond with emo- 
tions, because those emotions are a 
reflection of the values they hold,” 
Patten says. 

“At the same time that you can 
legitimately say the opposition is 
emotional in that way, you can also 
say [Klein’s] agenda is ideological. 
It’s ideological in that a lot of it is dri- 
ven by a belief as to what makes 
sense that is independent of the evi- 
dence out there.” 

According to Patten, that means 
massive success stories, like a 
province-wide pilot project that 
slashed waiting times for hip and 
knee surgeries to 4.7 weeks from the 
average of 47 weeks, can be ignored, 
even by those MLAs who claim they 
are committed to “innovation,” and 
even though such reforms could 
save money.

CUTTING THE RHETORIC 
Meanwhile, Brian Mason has been 


like a prosecutor trying to get a mur- 


der conviction without a smoking 
gun. The provincial NDP leader has 
accused Klein of mismanaging and 
financially starving existing health 
care resources to make private care a 
more attractive, even necessary 
option. His argument hasn’t been 
repeated much by mainstream 
media, sirice no “smoking gun” 
exists to directly support the claim. 

Patten says the public doesn’t 
need to buy into such arguments to 
see the problems with the Tory’s 
health care plans. “Ever since the 
Mazankowski report, there’s been a 
notion that the health care system is 
fiscally unsustainable. However, 
some of the things that Ralph Klein 
proposes, or we assume he propos- 
es, around insurance and delivery, 
have the potential to increase the 
overall cost of health care, while 
reducing the cost to government,” 
Patten says. 

In other words, whether the ser- 
vices are delivered publicly or pri- 
vately, it is Albertans who will pay, 
through taxes or private insurance. 
And Patten believes the public is 
committed to the spirit, and personal 
savings, that public medicare pro- 
vides. 

“{ still strongly believe most Cana- 
dians are interested in protecting the 
principles of the Canada Health Act, 
which are, essentially, a single- 
payer, public insurance system, with 
first dollar coverage [coverage with- 
out a deductible, or co-payment 
requirement] of medically necessary 
services,” he says. 

“If the opponents of things such 
as expanded private delivery, pri- 
vate financing, and doctors having 
one foot in both systems, if they can 
just get a little momentum, there's 
potential for the public to really rally 
behind them. That's where the pub- 
lic’s values are, and where their 
commitments are.”

Caught in the gritty 


On the Road to Nowhere delivers destination 


ON THE ROAD TO NOWHERE 
By Robert Boyd, Granville Island Publishing, 
2005, 270 pp., $19.95, paperback 


ALMOST EVERYONE WHO ADMITS TO 
being a writer has been approached 
by someone with a story to tell. This 
story is inevitably presented as 
material worthy of a movie that will 
make both the writer and the teller 
rich and famous. That's where the 
discussion should end. Experienced 
writers know that having a story to 
tell is nothing; few writers are short 
of ideas for stories. Spinning out 
those ideas into a convincing and 
engaging narrative is another story 
entirely. 

Robert Boyd acknowledges the 
contribution of a former roommate 
“whose stories of life on the road 
were a rich source of material for 
this book,” and it’s hard to guess 
where the gritty truth leaves off and 
the gritty invention begins. His fic- 
tional protagonist, Randy Watson, is 
only 16 at the beginning of the story. 
His upbringing has been violent and 
loveless, but he has afew friends 
and plans to make something of 


himself. A vicious act finally gives 
him the incentive to run away. At 
this point, though the narrative is 
immature and inconsistent, there is 
room for development. 
Unfortunately, in On the Road to 


- Nowhere, the story doesn’t go any- 


where either. Boyd ignores the most 
basic elements of story telling. He 
forgets to create a central character 
the reader can believe in and care 
about. 

Whether the events are true or not 
is irrelevant, the reader must believe 
they could have happened and 
believe the central character's 
responses to those events. The read- 
er doesn’t have to approve, but he or 
she should know the character well 
enough to understand. 

Because Boyd hasn’t considered 
these elementary conditions for 
good storytelling, the book comes 
across as false, or as sad and bland 
as a social worker's casebook. It’s no 
more than a naive litany of hard- 
ships and inexplicable violent acts 
without much attempt to organize 
them for dramatic effect. 

Another difficulty with the book is 


in the graphic detail. There is some 
value in scraping the underbelly of 
society every now and then. It’s a 
kind of reality check for those who 
haven't experienced hardship and 
violence first-hand and often a cata- 
lyst for change. This tale of a young 
man gone wrong is surprisingly 
matter-of-fact, the horror of it lost in 
the detail, for instance as the protag- 
onist discloses how while in prison 
he became a “sex-slave” (his word) 
for another inmate. 

If we believed in the protagonist, 
we could take in the horror and 
tragedy of it. We could care. Instead, 
the reader merely feels manipulated. 
Like a panhandler on a street corner, 
this material demands our time and 
attention though all it has as a sales 
pitch is a collection of ugly details. 
Whether they are true or not, the 
author has not taken the time to 
make a good story of them. 

In truth, what the reader—and I 
doubt that many will finish it unless 
they, like me, must review it—will 
take away from it is a sincere wish 
that he or she hadn't bothered.

IN RESEARCHING THIS WEEK'S COLUMN, WE 
were struck by what, really, by most counts, 
is the obvious: that public libraries are essen- 
tial infrastructures for society's widespread 
literacy and its ongoing engagement with lit- 
erature. Our Edmonton Public Library, whose 
weekly goings-on are frequently featured in 
this column, offers dozens of workshops, 
readings, and events each week at its vari- 
ous branches throughout town. (As always, 
check out their Ee epl.ca, for more 
information. The folks even host a “Yoga for 
Teens" programme and “Pat-a-Cake Kids for 
ESL Families” drop-in course!) 


LOVE BY THE BOOK 

In addition to the multitude of community 
services that the typical library offers, librari- 
ans in Belgium are experimenting with 
"lib-dating’—speed dating for bookworms. 
Bibliophilic would-be Romeos and Juliettes 
arrive at the library, pluck a piece of paper 
from a glass jar on which is written a ques- 
tion, ia as “What was your favourite book 
as a child and why?” and then mingle. The 
second round consists of speedy one-on-one 
time where participants discuss their three 
favourite passages from literature, which 
they have brought from home. Finally, each 
participant writes a note to another whom 
they would like to see again, and places it in 
the recipient's favourite book. 

Charming, eh? One of the creators of the 
programme, Eric Van der Straeten, says that 
“The ultimate is to plan another lib-date, or 
fo meet elsewhere in the library... by the let- 
ter 'U for love, maybe.” 

It is not clear in the Associated Press arti- 
cle whether the increased funding that Bel- 
gian libraries receive on the basis of library 
users is tabulated by, say, an increase in the 
number of books checked out or, rather, an 
increase in the number of visitors to the 
library found groping and writhing in the 
aisles between shelves.

did the Nirvana poster that they 

were gonna be the biggest band in 
ne world,” sighs Bob Proder. “It’s 
cool, but it’s not that great.” 
The artist is an Edmonton prodi- 
gal SON, having returned to the city 
10 months ago after a long spell on 
the West Coast. If coming back to the 
place he spent his formative years 
wasn’t enough to induce an eerie 
nostalgia in him, Proder is now in 
the strange position of looking back 
on his entire career as a participant 
in Edmonton’s DIY culture. His 
nearly two decades of creating 
ephemera advertising bands he or 

s friends were in, or bands he was 
simply promoting, basically traces 
the rise of the local indie scene and 


in punk band Unsound—claims the 
southern California poster art scene 
as an important influence during 
that era, but admits that the over- 
whelmingly punk DIY ethos in 
Edmonton at the time also fostered 
his art by simply making it possible 
to get it out there. 

“The first one I did was for Rock 
Against Apartheid [a benefit event] 
at the Multipurpose Rumpusroom,” 
Proder recalls. “Although we did 
fake gig posters for our air guitar 
bands in junior high.” He adds that 
he begged the guys putting on the 
show, including Mad Bombers Soci- 
ety’s Richard Liukko, to do it. “And I 
was just this 16-year-old kid and he 
let me. I was pretty darn proud of it 
when I brought it in, but he criti- 
cized me!” Proder laughs. 

It couldn't have been that bad 
(though you can judge for yourself, 
since Proder managed to borrow a 
copy of the missing original for his 
retrospective, one of the rare gaps 
the self-admitted packrat suffers in 
his collection of his work to date).

even snags On some important 
music history moments, such as the 
aforementioned Nirvana show. 

In this age of digital slickness and 
Internet-enabled social niches, it’s 
tasy to overlook how much of a 
departure it was to crank out work 
from beyond the boundaries of the 
mainstream. Proder—1980s skate- 
brat, comic book creator, and bassist

Liukko kept using his services, and 
in one of those cinematic “small 
world/the more things change the 
more things stay the same” super- 
clichés, Proder actually now works 
for his old mentor at Freecloud 
Records. 

“Edgeware Road, Colour 9, Rock 
Against Apartheid,” he lists his early 
subjects, alongside his own band.

“It’s been 18 and a half 
years,” he notes. “So, 
yeah, I feel old but cool. 
I feel pretty accom- 
plished, actually. I 
dunno if people know | 
have been doing 
posters for that long, 
but it will be great to 
have them all in one 
place. You see a poster 
for Coffin Break or 
someone like that, and 
who remembers Coffin 
Break? There were a 
million bands like that 
who were kind of big at 
the time and just disap- 
peared. Then there's 
Nirvana or Green 
Day.” 

Gone are the days of 
Nirvana or seeing 
Green Day at a com- 
munity hall in east 
Edmonton or even of 
catching “Five bands 
for five bux,” but 
Proder’s retrospective 
will have that nostalgic 
residue on display. It 
will also cover his art- 6 
work for Corb Lund 
and other local alt- 
country stalwarts, and 
the burlesque posters that led to his 
later playful pin-ups. 

All these obsessions are echoed in 
his bohoser slacker-dominated 
comic books and even his skate- 
board designs (the original reason 
Avenue’s Mike Park noticed 
Proder’s work and later offered his 
venue as an exhibition site), much of 
which will also be available to 
peruse and purchase at the show. 

“Thave tons of stuff. A lot might 
get edited,” he confesses. “Tl hang 
the stuff that’s best, but the rest will 
be there to look at.” 
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How will he define the “best?” 

“Ugh. Tons of variables. Some- 
times the gig was good but the art 
was terrible. Or a band got really big 
so it’s important to show it,” Proder 
muses. “Sometimes you had to have 
a poster fast and you couldn't think 
of anything, so you'd draw some- 
thing half-assed or tear something 
out of a magazine, then it would 
turn out to be one of the best gigs 
ever. But in the end, I judge them on 
what looks great. Yeah, in the end, 
it’s the art.”

IN JUNE OF 1973, WORKERS AT THE 
Brookside mine in Harlan County, 
Kentucky, were at their limit, 
poor pay, minimal or no bene 
and unsafe working conditions as 
roblems that weren't being 
sed by their employer. The 
accident rate was three times the 
national average. Many workers 
were dying of black lung disease. 
It was inevitable; feeling that they 
weren't getting anywhere with their 
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grievances at the Eastover Mining 
Company or their own representa- 
tives, the Southern Labor Union, the 
miners voted to throw their lot in 

with the United Mine Workers 
instead. The situation quickly degen- 
erated. On June 30th the miners 
walked out, and they stayed out for 
13 months. 

Battles between gun toting strike 
breakers and defiant miners periodi- 
cally erupted, the relationship 
between Eastover president Norman 
Yarborough and union representa- 

es degenerating into nasty bicker- 
ing. There to catch the action was 
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filmmaker Barbara Kopple, who 
fashioned those many months of 
footage into the passionate and 
acutely observed film that won the 
Oscar for Best Documentary in 1977. 
A student of the cinéma vérité 
school, Kopple and her small crew 
lived with the striking miners, even 
taking places on the picket line when 
they couldn’t afford the film stock to 
record the action. Gaining the trust 
of their subjects, they were able to 
catch them in situations that a stan- 
dard film crew would be unable 
to—in tension filled meetings, dur- 
ing pointless bickering, and at times 


of physical danger. 

Kopple is not neutral on the sub- 
ject—she portrays the presidents of 
Eastover and Duke Power (who 
own Eastover) as the clear villains of 
the piece—but she never romanti- 
cizes the miners. There's a slight 
aura of the mid ‘70s New Left 
around her film, but not to the 
extent that she uses her subjects as a 
ready made rack on which to hang 
an ideology. 

She does push it a little with the 
use of music, which is, admittedly, 


one of the great pleasures of the film,

THE BIG COME UP 

Stevenson promised Smallman 
the record was “going to be huge.” 
Recruiting Eric Budd over the sum- 
mer of 2005 to lay down some key- 
board tracks, Our Mercury decided 
to make him an official part of the 
band later that fall. 

They had finally emerged from 
below. 

And the album, as promised, is 
huge.

Joe Strummer’s or Kurt Cobain’s 
(another avowed influence from 
their formative years), lyrics filled 
with a sense of upbeat idealistic 
anger aiming to shake things up 
properly. Laxer’s bass is all over the 
album, walking, dancing, and bind- 
ing the sound together. Watson 
pounds away, providing the back- 
bone to a series of subtly complex, 
tight-knit songs that run the gamut 
from the infectiously danceable 
(“Shawna Don’t Wanna”), to the 


mind-boggling, Trojan-era reggae 
shakedown (“Modern Case” ), and 
the soul-infused nightcap topping 
everything off (“Night of the Year”). 
When he's not fulfilling his second 
guitar duties, Budd’s keys make the 
more straight-ahead rockers (punk 
or otherwise) out of this world 
(“Nothing You Say,” “Bad Magic,” 
and the self-referencing “The Base- 
ment’s Calling”). 

To say that they've caught up with 
everyone's high expectations is quite 
an understatement, and although 
Our Mercury tend to brush those 
expectations aside rather flatly, one 
can easily see why they sport the 
grins they do. They've made one of 
the best records to come out of this 
city—ever. 

“I get embarrassed by things like 
that,” admits a humbled Stevenson. 
‘T really appreciate when someone 
comes up to me and tells me that a 
certain song connected with them or 
that our band means something to 
them. That's all I need. If you're 
playing in front of a few hundred 
people who don’t give a shit, you 
might as well be playing for five 
who do. 

“Writing the lyrics of this record I 
think I definitely had in mind not 
necessarily a theme or a concept, but 
a sort of mentality that I wanted to 
keep in the songs. If people notice 
that, it’s great. If they feel that them- 
selves, it means that it worked.”

he mythicial story behind a legendary blues album 


musician—very much a being of 
flesh and blood. 

No one seems to know exactly 
when Wolf was born, but most peo- 
ple seem to agree on June 10th, 1910. 
Apart from a couple of years in the 


army during WWI, he spent his first 


40 years on the cotton plantations of 
Mississippi. There he became 
acquainted with Charlie Patton,

Robert Johnson, and Rice Miller, 
three of the grandest legends of the 
blues. Johnson was much too much 
of a loner for the group to last— 
though it lasted long enough to 
make a musician out of Wolf. 

By the end of the ‘40s, Wolf went 
North—not to Memphis proper but 
to West Memphis—over the Missis- 
sippi River into Arkansas, where he 
stood a much better chance of mak- 
ing a name for himself. Performing 
regularly on KWEM radio, Howlin’ 
Wolf quickly became popular with 
the black audience. 

By now, Wolf was backed by one 
of the most lethal bands ever assem- 
bled. Willy Steel played drums, and 


William Johnson, who had a style so 
wild he was commonly known as 
“Destruction,” manned the piano 
When Wolf didn’t feel like playing 
harmonica he'd pass his duties to 
hungry punks like James Cotton or 
Junior Parker. On guitar, Wolf had 
Willie Johnson, who drew the most 
intensely dirty, electrifying sounds 
out of his instrument. - 

In the spring of 1951, Howlin’ Wolf 
Stepped into Sam Phillips’ Memphis 
Recording Service studio for the very 
first time. Phillips (who eventually 
became most famous for releasing 
Elvis’ first singles)had not yet started 
Sun Records, so the recordings he'd 
make with Wolf during the next two 
years had to be released by someone 
else. Phillips had a deal with the 
RPM/Modern label run by the Bihari 
brothers in Los Angeles, whom he'd 
already supplied with a number of 
B.B. King recordings. But he'd also 
covertly started to work with the 
Chess brothers in Chicago. Both sets 
of siblings wanted exclusive rights to 
Phillips’ Wolf recordings. 

The cold war over rights had 
reached its absolute freezing point by 
the time Howlin’ Wolf was ready to 
compile his first album; having ini- 
tially got the Biharis on board, 
Phillips sold the contract to Chess. 
The Biharis promptly hired Ike Turn- 
er to initiate parallel recordings with 
Wolf—who couldn’t care less and

pocketed the money he got from both 
labels, smiling all the way to the 
bank... 

Eventually Wolf ended up with 
Chess—who immediately demanded 
that he relocate to Chicago. He left 
Memphis in a brand new Cadillac 
and 3,900 dollars in his pocket. Alone. 
Wolfs band mates didn’t want to 
leave Memphis. Consequently, Wolf's 
first recording sessions in Chicago 
didn’t quite manage to capture the 
energy that permeated the Memphis 
sessions. 

So Wolf hopped back in his Cadil- 
lac and drove back down to West

EVEN IF THE REST OF THE RECORD WASN'T UP 
to par with the majesty that is The Picture 
Plane's opening track, “Sirens,” it would still 
be worth buying the album for that song 
alone. Fat chance it would actually be the case 
because Hinterland are, on this record, nearly 
flawless. A couple years alter their debut, 
Under the Waterline, got them national press 
attention, the Vancouver outfit have taken 
everything that is mesmerizing about their 
sound and bumped it up a few dozen notch- 
es. Michaela Galloway's child-like, breezy 
voice is hair-raising, the guitars and keys 
come closer fo the Cocteau Twins’ shoegazing 
rock than the band would probably wish to 
admit, and comparisons are even more diffi- 
cult to avoid than ever before.
